Dear George, Malvina, and all the others too numerous to mention: 

I got home after midnight Saturday and with several New Orleans emergencies 
with which to copi> by remote control I have not had time even to empty my 
attache case. Hence the delay in thanking you for your many kindnesses and 
for the really fine Job you did arranging appearances. 

There were several fortunate accidents after I left California. The f first 
was going to New Orleans at all. This time I wes able to obtain all the 
existing official movie footage known in the Warren Commission material, 
among other things, I was able to make new contacts, open new sources, and I 
was on the spot when conditions seemed propitious for accepting a six 
months standing invitation to visit Dellas as the guest of a very famous 
man who must be anonymous. The kind of people one might expect would never 
talk to us were cordial to me. I believe I now have a very good relation- 
ship with them and that as they can they will be helpful. Radio and TV 
appearances there were improvised and friendly. With all this, in four 
days I was also able to interview a number of the meny witnesses, learn 
much from ttem, and tape an interview with one of the "missing" ones and 
leave a good foundation for future work there. Mott improbable was my 
unexpected return to New Orleans from Dslles. Here I address you in strict-; 
est confidence. Had I not, for entirely different reasons, in the words 
of one member of Garrison’s staff, the entire investigation might have been | 
blown up by now. His successful torpedoing had been implanted. It is now | 
defused. The ultimate result, I think, will be beneficial. I think we have§ 
now exposed a major penetration. Pleso share this only with Nick and in 
strictest confidence. 

Again in confidence, you are too blind with Garrison. He is dedicated, he t 
is not God. I think it is a mistake not to interpose your own editorial 
judgment when you come to something like the Chrisman press release. On 
the face of it, it Is credible. You should have realized, once Chrisman 
agreed to go to New Orleans without any resistance at all, the probability 
of the charges being true were slim. This I believe is one of the implants 
I hope we have now stopped.

Undertaking what I have just done by remote control is an exceedingly dif- \ 
ficult operat ion,$but it was successful. That it was successful is a re- 
markable thing for the odds against it were terrific. I hope to be able 
to return there end really clean up wither the first with Bud (who had 
ask6d me to go there with him for two weeks before leaving the country 
six weeks ago) or with Vince Salandria, who was our secret weapon and who 
plans to go there on the i+th.
